Congrats on finding one. They're not all that rare, but they're 
nice to have. Butt-ugly or cute, depending on your point of view. 
The insides are probably the most beautiful (and complex) radio 
you will ever see in a one-foot cube. 


The R392 is a compact, watertight redesign of the R390 and as 

such delivers very good performance, with more-or-less digital 
tuning accuracy (and its knobs are somewhat easier to crank than 

the R390's or R390A's). Being watertight, the insides are 

usually pristine despite the outside condition (but DO take a look!). 


Last I saw, good ones were avaialable for $150 or so -- a 
terrific baragin! 


The hooker is you have to supply 28 VDC at about 2 - 3 Amps. 
The set is unique in using that on the filaments AND the plates! 


One of the military connectors has male pins in it. With the 
right test clips, you can hit the ground, heat and plate (tie 
those together), and audio out. Someone else will tell you the 
pinouts, since my list is at home. 


Fair Radio has the mating connector, but their catalogs imply 
that they sell it only with an R392 (but I need to call and ask). 


You can get away with 24 or 25 VDC on the filaments, and apply 

a boosted 35 or so volts to the plate. Don't try AC on the 
filaments. ALso check to see whether the audio output tube has 
been replaced with a factory-issue solid-state module -- my R392 
has one and I consider it a plus, since the tube runs very hot. 


Like any military radio, the audio is less than stellar, but it's 
pretty clean. It's a great little radio, and the only one I can 
leave on the basement floor where puddles form in the spring. 


Devotees of Jane Fonda should be warned that the knobs and meter 
have radium glow-in-dark white paint markings. I can still see 
mine in pitch darkness after my eyes adapt -- it's eerie.

The original poster didn't say whether is supply was choke input 
or the more common cap input. If it's cap input, read on.... 


While pondering my Heath Warrior with the arcing choke, it 
occured to me that in ths *choke-input* PS, it might be a good 
idea to add a small (say .001 mF) cap across the 
repaired/replaced choke as future insurance. 


Every glitch or spike that comes down the power line will go thru 
your power xfrmer and hit that choke input. I figure a small cap 
to ground will not affect the filtering 120 Hz (or its harmonics), 
but should conduct spikes to ground. 


Can anyone see anything wrong with this idea, other than being 
sure to use a HV rated cap, say 5 KV? Note the Warrior's 

swinging choke is in the negative return from cetner tap to ground, 
so it sees only the pulsating-DC ripple voltage (but still 

manages to arc over!). I think some power line spike punched 

thru the insulation and got that arc started. COmments?

Yep, they had a bunch of 'em in SAC. Saw ‘em at the transmitter site 
out at Barksdale AFB, LA (HQ 2nd Air Force at the time). Site had 
204-C (10KW) and 205-J (50KW) transmitters installed. Receiver site 
had three 50E-1 (autotune) receivers as well as KWT-6 transceivers. 

The transceivers were normally used as receivers, but could xmit if 
problems at tx site. All were used for air/ground comms. Additional 
KWT-6'sS were at rx site for use on point-to-point circuits. The

25 years ago I built a 600 watt version of Lew McCoy's "ultimate 
transmatch" in a SB-600 speaker cabinet. I had an SB-100, HA-14 Kompact 
KW and SB-600 with it and it looked real nice. I sold it at the 
Winchester hamfest around 1974. I wonder it it's still around. It used 
a war surplus roller inductor assembly but I can't remember what it came 
off of. 


I do have a suggestion and it's in my long range plan, also. Keep your 
eyes open for a Heath SA-2040 in poor cosmetic condition. (I wouldn't 
want to mess up a nice one). Then find a case from a junker SB100 series 
or SB300/400 series. Make up a new front panel in the wrinkle green, 
use some dry transfer letters to dress it up and you should be set. 


Someone else has probably already done this. It would be interesting to 


see. I hope to also make up a second one to match my Drake B-line 
station. I know Drake made two matching tuners but they don't have a 
roller inductor.

Need 
operations and maintenance manual if available. Have you used this bridge, 
if so what does it do well. Please tell me about it. Thanks a bunch, 73,

Well, if it is anything like my 1936 ZM-4B/U, it is a fairly precise 
Wheatstone bridge, which may be connected to measure resistance, or 
for Varley or Murray loop tests to find shorted wiring in 
telephone/telegraph circuits. I would assume that it has a bunch of 
knobs (four digits of resistance), a multiplier, a galvanometer, three 
galvanometer push keys of varying sensitivity, and an internal battery 
pack, connections for an external battery, and some function switches 
to switch it between plain bridge and Varley/Murray tests. Telcos 
used to buy these in wood cases in large quantities, and they all had 
instructions on operation inside the cover. Any text on electrical 
measurements covers this type of device and its use. 


To measure resistances, find the "unknown" terminals, connect the 
resistor, and set the controls for ohms (generally obvious from 
control legends). Set the multiplier to an appropriate value, and 
push the least sensitive galvanometer key. Balance the bridge with 
the knobs, and use higher sensitivity to home in when you get close. 
Be careful not to slam the galvanometer, although they are made with 
shorting contacts to protect them (i.e., current is shorted out across 
galvanometer when needle reaches end of travel in either direction). 
Good for measuring low resistances, and very accurate. Much less 
expensive than the fancy Guildline and Leeds and Northrup boxes found 
in cal labs, and very utilitarian in their layout.

Yikes! Having dug several bugs out of my newly acquired KWM-1/516F-1, 


I am stumped by one last problem - the power supply gets too hot! I 
burned my finger on the power supply chassis with the case off while 


running some " burn-in" tests on the transceiver. Found C5 (0.05 mF) 
to be shorted, which resulted in 1.2 kV B+, because the L2 choke was 
being shorted out. (BTW, read a 516F-2 manual if you want to 
understand why Collins placed that cap across the choke.) 


After I replaced C5 in the 516F-1, the plate voltage for receive load 
came down to approx 980 V @ 122 VAC, which is what comes out of the 
wall plugs around here. I tried a Variac to place 115 VAC’ on the 
power supply (recommended input voltage). Still - the ps chassis gets 
way too hot during receive - mostly due to the 20-25 W generated by the 
50K bleeder resistor and the LV bleeder. 


I note that Collins moved the bleeders up on top of the chassis ina 
little perforated heat cage in the 516F-2 redesign, so they knew they 
had a thermal problem with the 516F-1. 


I worry about scorch marks on my desk 
with the thing as it is. Could use a fan, but that's a little silly.

Hi Rocco, 


My KWM-1 power supply gets warm, but certainly isn't hot enough to scorch 
the desk. From the sound of your problem, I'd guess a bleeder resistor has 
changed value and is running too hot. However, if I'm right, then the 
bleeder would have drifted to a lower value, not a higher value. The power 
dissipated in the resistor is equal to the voltage squared divided by the 
resistance. Thus, the lower the resistance, the greater the heat 
dissipated. In any case, you shouldn't replace the bleeder with anything 
other than the specified value. 


When restoring my 516F-1, I found that one of the bleeder resistors had 
opened up. Fortunately, exact replacements can be obtained from Newark 
Electronics, and possibly from Mouser Electronics as well. 


There's no need to relocate the bleeder resistors if the power supply is 
working properly. In fact, I would strongly discourage your doing so, since 
you'd only harm the collector value of the power supply. You can rest 
assured that the Collins engineers designed the 516F-1 properly.

At first 1 was disappointed - the trace looked = 
asymetrical - only the upper half of the waveform, with a hard flat = 
cutoff on the bottom. Another member of the Old Military Radio Net = 
commented that he had a similar experience with his 392. A while later, = 
I noted that I could get a symetrical trace by lowering the RF gain, = 
resulting in on lower signal levels through the IF chain. When looking = 
at sine wave like signals such as CHU, the high amplitude signal output 
almost looks like its a full wave rectified RF signal output, without LP 
filtering to remove the RFcomponent of the waveform. =20 


I don't have a manual/schematic for the beast to figure the reason for = 
this performance. Considering that the IF output was provided to drive = 
a TTY converter, is it the case that the signal at the jack has been = 
passed through some sort of limiter, which is causing the apparent =

Looking for help with a strange problem with a Heath SB-102. 

On strong signals of S-9 or more, the audio is distorted with what I 
would call “hum modulation". On weak signals, they are crystal clear. 
This is with the RF gain at max. 

All signals exhibit the same "hum" when the RF gain is reduced. 

With no antenna connected and the RF gain at minimum, AF gain at 
minimum, there is only the barest perceptable hum in the speaker. 

Only a little hum with the volume control at 1/2. 

Power supply has been re-capped. All electrolytics in the SB-102 have 
been replaced. Same symptoms with re-built power supply and a power 
supply with 20 year old caps. Both power supplies are model HP-23B. 
It's been so long since I've really used an SB-102 that I don't even 
know if this is typical of them. Reports of transmit audio have been 
very good, and viewed through a scope also appear clean. 

Any suggestions? Comments?

and ART-13 where there was no special USCG label, and some other 

less common radios ( apparently ) used only by the USCG that had 

USCG nameplates. without the radium, the TBX-8 would be enuff 

different to be specially labelled, as it could be considered not ready 
for all the same roles ( night use in combat operations. ) 


> I guess this begs the questions: Why none on a USCG TBX-8?..... 
>What was the USCG needing a TBX for? ( I know they were 
>combatant during WW11). 


---emergency use might be one use. also, the TBX-8 manual does 

show how to build a wooden shelf to use it in a small boat, called a 
‘'whaleboat' i believe. i don't know what might be the role of such 
a boat and setup tho. 


---btw, the earlier TBX's are less elaborate to be sure: manual T/ R 
switching and only 3 tube types thru out, where the TBX-8 has 6 


types. ( i think i like more the earlier model, i like the row of type 
34 tubes with their nice simple 4-pin base, and the radical simplicity 
of the 1-tube transmitter. )
